;>le should awaken to thi fact that they 
have right at home architecture essen- 
tially American and ruined structures 
every whit as interesting and massive 
ind possibly as old as those of other 
amis, who boast that Americans must 
come to them. 


"Within these mysterious Americau 


ruins are great books with pages of 
stoue, writ In character! that no man 
may yet rend," he declnres. "Are the 
mysteries they hold, the wonderful 
facts that certainly lie si aled ami unite 
within them, bidden f r< in us, less in- 
cresting to Americans than are the 
ales of Egyptian dynast es, the rites of 
Urulds, Roman campings, or Saxon i 
raiding* fr I think not."
